Hanging on precariously to the car with one foot on the foot 
board and an arm through the open door , Constable Ram Pal 
fired several rounds from his rifle at the escaping car with 
the object of puncturing its tyres. The bandit made every 
effort to throw off his pursuers and at one stage moved on 
to the footpath and fired at the pursuing car . Constable 
Ram Pal, however , kept up the chasc and eventually yucceeded 
in puncturing a tyre of the bandit s car . The tyre came off 
the whcel but the bandit continued to drive on the rim . On 
Tcaching a roundabout, however , a traffic van coming in the 
opposite direction blocked his passage and finding that he was 
cornea hc shot himself, 


F . C . Ram Pal showed great courage , presence of mind and 
devotion to duty of a high order in this incident .

On the 22nd June 1956 , Shri Sri Ram Sharma, Station 
Officer , Police Station Sakit, received information that a notori 
ous gang of dacolts had assembled in a house in Khuslialgarh 
village , with the intention of committing a dacoity . Shri 
Sharma collected the available Police at Sakit including 
an Arined Police Guard and some licencees and proceeded to 
Khushalgarh . On reaching the village he divided his force 
into three parties and encircled the house in which the dacoits 
were assembled . Shri Sharma took his Section of the force 
onto the roof of the house and called on the dacoits to 
turTender . Receiving no reply he had a hole dug in the roof, 
No sooner had this been done than the dacoits fired at the 
police party through this hole . Shri Sharma and a Constable 
returned the fire compelling the dacoits to come out into the 
open courtyard from where they again fired at the police 
party on the roof. They then took up positions near the main 
door at the front of the house and fired on the police. Mean 
while Shri Sharma climbed off the roof and fired at the 
dacoits , who finding themselves completely at bay made a 
deparate bid to break through the police cordon via the 
main gate , firing indiscriminately in all directions as they went. 
Shri Sharma, in complete disregard of his personal safety 
directed his men s fire at thc cicaping dacoits as a result of 
which four of them were shot down . The fifth dacoit was 
captured alive . A quantity of arms and ammunition was 
Iccovered from the dacoits .

The working of the port during the year resulted in a 
surplus of Rs. 17 .

Imports showed 
an upward trend and consisted mainly of foodgrains , Iron 
and Stcel, Machinery and Parts, manures and Petroleum , 
Exports however showed a declinę due to the fall in ore 
exports from 9 . 16 lakhs tons in 1955 - 56 to 8 .39 lakhs tons lo 
1956 -57. 

The total number of ships including Naval Vessels that 
entered the Port during 1986 -57 was 528 as against 584 lo 
1955 - 56 .
